EARLY BREEDING ADVOCATED 


Lambs Born In Spring Get One or Two 


Months of Mothers' Milk Before 


Fighting Worms. 


Early breeding, In order that Iambs 


may be old enough to offer strong re- 
sistance to worms when they are turned 
on pnsturo, Is advocated by the Ne- 
braska College of Agriculture. Ewes 
bred In October and November will 
Iamb in .March and April. 
This will 


give the Iambs from one to two months 
on their mothers' milk and on grain be- 
fore they have to comliat worms. The 
principal objection to early lambing Is 
the necessity of having a good barn. 
However, the expense and trouble from 
early lambing are more than offset by 
the ability of the lambs to survive the 
worm season. 
Extra feeding of ewes 


during the breeding season is urged. 
Well-fed ewes are more likely to pro- 
duce twins.
